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EDITORIAL 


Help Yourself—Today! 


Our colleagues across the border in Canada have something that you and 
I don’t! But we can get it if we want it badly enough—here is what it is: A 
ten per cent reduction from the total earned income we report in computing 
our income tax (up to $5,000) which we have placed into a voluntary retire- 
ment program. 

The Canadian Legislature made this law just last month. We have legislation 
started that would do just the same thing for us but it is bottled up in the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House of Representatives in Washington 
and unless we do something about it, it will probably stay bottled up. 

We should write today to get this legislation moved out of the Ways and 
Means Committee. It is called House Bill 9 and House Bill 10 or the “Jenkins- 


Keogh Bill” after the Congressmen who have fostered the bill for us. We 
should write to

and send a carbon to the representative from your own district. 

Your letter should be simple and short, of course. Be sure to say who you 
are and why you feel the Jenkins-Keogh bill should become law. Say that you 
feel you should have a chance to put aside savings now in your good earning 
years and defer paying income tax on the amounts you save. Men in industry 
are exempt from income tax on the amounts that go into company pension 
plans. Why should dentists and physicians and accountants and lawyers be © 
penalized when they set up their own pension plans? Self-employed men are 
certainly entitled to the same treatment as those who work for corporations. 

Ask Mr. Cooper to hold hearings on the bill so that dentists and these other 
groups can make themselves heard. Urge him to take the bill out of committee 
for a vote by the House. 

Send the carbon to your own representative and suggest he ask any member 
of the Ways and Means Committee he knows to take action to hold hearings 
or get the bill on to the floor of the House. Mr. Cooper is the Chairman of the 
Committee and the key man to take action but every small bit of pushing helps. 


Do it now! Use your letterhead or a bill form with your name on it. Make 
your influence count! 


PURPOSE OF THE JENKINS-KEOGH BILL: 


The purpose of the plan is to establish a method for self-employed persons to 
build up savings toward their retirement in a manner similar to that now 
available to employed persons, including corporate executives. Under present 
provisions of the Internal Revenue Code, a corporate employee covered 
by an approved pension plan is not required to pay income tax on the em- 
ployer’s contributions to his pension fund. The employee will pay income tax 
on his employer’s contributions only after he (the employee) begins to receive 
these amounts in pension benefits. In effect, the employee, during his years of 
highest earnings, is permitted to declare part of his income as non-taxable. 
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That income does become taxable later, but at that later time he is likely to 
have much less earnings, be in a lower tax bracket and thus enjoy an obvious 
advantage. 

The Jenkins-Keogh bill would permit self-employed persons to defer the 
payment of income tax on the yearly amounts those persons contribute to 
approved retirement funds or toward the purchase of approved annuity con- 
tracts. The amount that a self-employed person could deduct annually would 
be limited to ten per cent of gross income up to an annual maximum of $5,000. 
The amount invested with accumulated earnings would become taxable as 
the yearly withdrawals were made after the person reached age 65. Withdrawals 
before age 65 would be permitted only upon a showing of total and permanent 
diability. In effect, the self-employed person, like the corporate employee 
under an approved pension plan, would be able to defer payment of taxes 
upon a portion of his income earned during high earning years and make 
those payments during low income years. 


FOR THE YOUNGER DENTIST 


The form that the Jenkins-Keogh bill now takes provides that withdrawals 
may be made from funds the individual self-employed person may have ac- 
cumulated. He would be required to pay taxes on such funds withdrawn ahead 
of time about equal to what he would have paid on them had he received the 
income and not set the money aside at all but this is a minor consideration as it 
is contemplated that the withdrawal of such funds is not the intent of either 
the government or the individual. Your money is not sealed up and untouch- 
able but you lose your tax advantage if you take it out. 


Public Denturists Bill Up for Springfield Action 


House Bill 1027—now up for action in the State Legislature, similar to 
previous H.B. 1118 but even worse in many ways, can and will seriously 
jeopardize the oral health of the public. It will divest the dentist of his re- 
sponsibility for the oral health of his patients and shift all responsibility for all 
denture work in the mouths of patients, except taking the original impression, 
in the hands of dental technicians. 

Contact your representative to the legislature in Springfield at once. Tell 
him definitely that this bill is designed by the few laboratories in Illinois that 
have been trying to practice illegal dentistry just to protect their financial 
welfare; that the bill would make “public denturists”—licensed to treat pa- 
tients—out of these men who have been practicing illegally—not out of the 
good, sound laboratory technicians whose ethical operations have provided 
dentists with the mechanical aid that is a part, but only a part, of proper 
restorative technics. It would legalize men who have never worked for and 
with dentists, much less experienced any training in dentistry. This bill would 
create a viciously attractive source of supply for a vitally important health 
service that would entice patients into purchasing cheap imitations of properly 
designed prosthetic devices, imitations that can only end in wrecked mouths 
and impaired general health. 

By the time this FortnicuTLy reaches you, the bill may already have been 
acted upon. But, if it has not, please take the time to see that your legislator 
knows its true character and that he learns from you as a man of science just 
what great harm its passage could do.
